_ The six whaling ships operated by millionaire Aristotle Onassis 
seized in Peruvian waters earlier this week will be confiscated and incor- 
porated in’ the Peruvian Navy, Government officials announced today. 


So far, six of the Onassis fleet of 19 ships, including the factorv- 
ship, “Olympic Challenger,” have heen captured and brought to Peruvian 
ports by the Peru Navy and Air Force. 


_ Their crews, comprising several hundred men of various nationalities, 
will be released after questioning, officials said. 


The 13 “pirate” whalers still at large are being pursued relentlessly by Peru- 
vian bombers, flying boats and destroyers. 


He added that his govern- 
ment was strongly determined 
to prevent any similar “in- 
vasions” of the 200-mile 
territorial limit set by Peru.
